It objects to 
the registration as mMnicipal voters of 
those who are entitle<l to vote under 
tile ,Muni<-ii)Ml Glauses Act. It iniotes 
the I'ollowing as tlie dcelaration re(iiiir- 
ed before, registniliou as a voter: 

■I do solemnly deelarw that I am a 
Briti.'sh siihjcet naU of tho full nj;e of 
twt-nty-ono yeara, that I have been n 
householder within the •luuniciiial limits 
of tho niunicipuiity for the twelve 
iiidiiths iiniiietlintely precedin,' the first 
(lay of November. 1002, iiiul that tlie 
(hvelliiiK' or dwellings oceupieil by me 
(biriiij,' this time is or are siliiateil in 
the ward in tlie said iii'iii iciivalii p, 

iinil tliiit the rent or rents, or rent value 
or values, thereof is not lens than s;.\ty 
ilullars per aiiiiuiii i i.'i; and that 1 have 
paid all iiiunicipal rattH-^, ta.xes and 
lirens(> lees, (>xelilsive ol' watei" rale or 
walei- riMiI, or rates or la.xes mmii laiiil 
or iinprdveineiits payable by iiie (here 
nam., tlie rale, tax or license fee iiaidi, 
and I nialii? this suleiiiii <leela ration coii- 
seieiiliiiusly believing; it to be true, ami 
Ivnowint; tliat it is of tlie same f<iree ami 
I'lTeet as if uiade uinler oath and by vir- 
tue of the •'Oaimila Evidence .'ict, iSlCS." 

That hai)pens not to bo the declaration 
at all. However, a trifle like that is of 
no account to the Timcfi. The proper 
declaration reads as follows:

1 do soleiniily declare that I am. a 
.I'.ritish subject, an. I oC the full af-'e of 
Iweiily-one year.'), that I w.as residing 
within the limits of the muiiicipalily of 
the City of Victoria on the Istj day of 
,);iiiiiary last, and have coiit iniiously re- 
siile<l in said nuiiiic icility since wiid 
day, and that the premises used by ine 
as a licensed holder, or the dwelling' 
oceiiiiicsl by inc as a houseliolder, is 

.-filiiatc in the ward in the said 

iiiunicii«ality, an<l that 1 have paid all 
municipal rates, taxes, rentals, atssess- 
nients nnd license lees, iiayable by me 
(which are not charueable on l.-md); and 
1 make this solemu dechiration cou- 
Hcicntiously believing it to be true, and 
knowing that it Is of the .same force 
nnd effect as if made under oath and 
1)y virtue of the "'L'aua<Ia Evidence -Vcl, 
ISlC." 

It also iijnorcs the deiiiiition of a 
'•iini;si'h(ilder' in the pri>anible of the 
Act, wliicb reads as follows: 

■'Householder," shall extend to and 
iiuludo every [iiMsou who hold.s and 
occupies a mcssiia>;e, dwelliui; or tene- 
ment, or any part or portion of ii uicti- 
auuge, dwelling, or tenement, within a 
Tnituieipality, yielding and pnyiu;? there- 
for a rental or rent value of not less 
than si.xty dollars per annuiii. 

It is perfeclly evident that two pen- 
pie living under tho same roof, such 
as husband and wife, or father and son, 
may both be qualified under the Act in 
many iiiHtances to vote. Tho Times ob- 
Ject.s to the .sweeping in of whole housp' 
holds nnd says that the Act did not 
menu nnivefsal suffrage. Most people 
rt'ill be content to consider that the Act 
means what it says, nnd will regard tho 
criticism of the TiiL'cs as indicating 
that it i.s afraid for its candidate for 
aiayor, Mr. .McCandloss, of tho verdict 
of the households of Victoria. The popu- 
lar verdict may go for a candidate or it 
may go against him. 'Whichever way 
it goes, he should not bo afraid of it. 



On account of drought Australia has 
this year becoino n Xwv^n importer of 
breadjituffs.

thing. There is something wrong some- 
where. Tho freight ou rice from Yoko- 
hama to New York is twenty shillings 
per long ton via the Snoz canal. The 
freight on rice from Yokohama to Vic- 
toria is rwi'iity-lhreo shillings per long 
ton, or live dollars [ler short ton, I'uget 
."-iuiuul pens shuuKl be able to distribute 
rice through Nerlli .\iiieriea on both 
sides oC the line more easdy than New 
York, bi'i-aase tlie cesi o[ seiuliug rice 
ai-ress the I'aeilic is iiiueli less than that 
or .<eiidiiig it round by the Suez Canal, 
-lilt the charge for seiuling it across 
the ll^acilic is greater, and oontieiiuenlly 
these ports cannot effect the distribu- 
tieii. Wo do lint profess to understand 
why thnsi' things should he so, iior why 
I'aeilii' ()ee;in commerce should be dis- 
criminated against in a way so appar- 
ently foolish.

The Fortnightly Keview deals with 
what it calls tlio foreign invnsiou of 
(Jaiiada. 'riieri> is a groat deal of in- 
fciriiiatioii ill the article. It gives the 
racial origin of Canada's popultttiou and 
analyses the tendency of immigration 
according to its source, deducing cer- 
tain somewhat pessimistic conclusions. 
The article, however, is unsatisfactory 
and unrciinble, because it totally ignores 
the most salient factor in the growth 
of Canada since confederation, namely 
(he emergence Of a honiogeneou.^ na- 
tional type from the Atlantic to tho 
I'acilic known as a Canadian, a type as 
povvcrfnlly absorbent of alien nationali- 
ties as the American typo in the more 
recent ami the Mnglisli tyi>e in the oiir- 
lii'r histoi y iif Western civilizat imi. This 
type ii4 ra|iidly absorbing tho seimrate 
types in the poimlation of the different 
provinces, and it iiiuls no dilllcnlty with 
lEnglishnieu. Scolidiineii, 1 ri.-Jhmen, Ger- 
mans, Si'aiidiiiaviaiis and Amcricau.'J. 
■It is making very fair headway with tho 
I''ri'iicli-t,'anadiau out of tiuebec. In 
Quebec the French cling to their racial 
separateiiess very closely, and that ditU- 
ciiltics mnet arise from the existonjo 
ol two languages ami two nets of laws 
is iiiiiiuestiouable. 15iit it limy be poiiit- 
eil out that practical honiogoneity hais 
been arrived at between the 'English nnd 
Scotch who differed widely in religion 
and law, and very considoriibly in lan- 
u'liiu'e, and wliii, wlieu they began to 
((oalesce, had centuries of hate and war- 
fare to overcome. It is not very help- 
ful to have those long dismal nrticlcH 
ill the Knglish reviews hinting that tl "re 
is a danger of Camilla being lo^'l to 
the Empire because a few Americans 
come nnd settle h> the country: becau.so 
it seems to intimate tlnit there is a dis- 
linetioii between ('auadian nationalism, 
whieli nolle of the iniiiiigrnntri are 
antagonistic, and Hritisli loyalty. iSuch 
I a distinction there cannot be bccair"' 
It'aiiadn i.-* just as mucli a part of the 
I r.i-it'sli' Kniiiire as (ireiit Hritain is. If 
Imperialism i iiniit.'ii ; > ;he inlen^sts of 
Ci-eat Britali.. tin' |m n;.K. there are dis- 
loyal to the Empire, and not ourciolves, 
who do not set the good of a part above 
the good of the whole.

.\fler a very arduous trip, which was 
undertaken on September 1',") bust, lor 
the ptirjiose of making a pielnninary 
survey of the route of a railway from 
tbo Cowlchan valley lo .\ Ibcriii, Den lis 
'Harris, C.F., and paity rclnriicd u, Vic- 
tiirin on Saturday evening. .Mr. Harris 
rot urns possessed iif n vast fund of val- 
uable information regarding the . liarac- 
ter and general resources of the countrv 
traversed, all of which will -bo onibodicd 
ill an exhaustive report which iic is 
now (busy preparing for sulimisision to 
the government. The object of the trip 
Avas accomplished iu every particular, 
an actual instrumeiital survey being 
made from a fwiut a little 'North of Cow 
ichan lake to 'Stamp b;irbor, at the liead 
of Alberni canal. 

Ah lieforo .stated, Mr. Harris, with a 
Iiarty of eight assistants, left Victoria 
on September 'St last, and it was only a 
few days later that actual survey work 
was commenced. 

The liii.' was starled at the summit of 
tile Nitinat, botwecn Cameitin river and 
llie lake, owin:; to thi' lal.cness of the 
si ;'.-.'"! The line was lirsl run :is far 
as p.x^sible t.iwards Cowicliau lake in a 
Southwesterly direction, but the smnv 
was so deep thttt oporulious in that di- 
ne! ion liad to rease, aud the work of 
siirve,\iiig the line towards Alberui was 
taken np. 

The line wns picked up ng.Tin on the 
.North side of Nitinat pass and carried 
lliroiigh on grade by the wagon road 
pacss, the R<!ger creek then being too 
low for the grade then being run. The 
lino was .arried fhrnugh to .tidewater 
at New AHierni. 

The major portion of the arduous trip 
was iiiaib' under the most n n fii voruble 
cliniaiii- coiiililioiis. .\i!>out Oclolier '-!■") 
the weather broke, ami from then on 
was very iiiiseltleii and stormy. The 
Ii;irty witnessed :i remarkable jilieuoin- 
i'n<m on Xovcmlicr 7 — a snowstorm ac- 
cumpanied Ihy heavy thunder and light- 
ning. "Mr. Harris found it very difli- 
cult at times to proceed with the ■work 
at all, particularly at places where the 
tiuiber was thick in the valleys. On 
dark days tbo valleys were made so 
dark by the towering monst<^rs of the 
forest that it was often necessary to iise 
lighted caudles in order to road the in- 
strniiientfi. Then, again, grent incon- 
venience was caused by the niiuialnre 
avalanches <if snow wdiich were lontinn- 
ally falling from the iiigh tree-toiis. The 
tops of tlie trees were thick with 
lirunches, wliich made a spleiidi.i Testing 
place for a eonsideral'le (inantity of 
snow; and. when ii slight wind made 
the trei'ri sway, down would come the 
snriw, and as in .some instances the 
trees were 300 feet in height, tlie snow 
fell with great force. In one instance 
one of tho instruments was broken by 
the falling snow. iMr. 'Harris says he 
came across some very iTino tiniiber — ^lir 
iind liemlock— of whicli there is great 
nbnndnnce. The largest lir trees seen 
ivere in the vichiity of iCameron river. 
Mo observed one huge "toolbpic-.k" in 
particular, wbicii Was a veritable mon- 
arcli ot tho forest. It towered unto tho 
he.-iveiis for a distance of fully 300 feet, 
and w:is as strai^'iit and 'llawlcss as could 
he wished liy the most exacting tiniber 
cruiser in tho country. Prom its base 
it ran a distance of fully one liundred 
feot without a lirancli, and for this en- 
tire distance it •\vould avornge nine feet 
in circuTOference. i • ■■ 

fMr. Harris describes the, country tra- 
versed hy his ■party as eiinply magnifi- 
cent in its mineral resources. No ep.e- 



cial attempt at prospecting -was made 
Iby any of the ptirty, but 'that great 
'bodies of copper and gold-beariug ore 
exists was clear to the least observant. 
The ritcop uionutnius cut by numerous 
small streams afforded an excellent oii- 
portiiiiity ito make a cursory examina- 
tion of Llie inintiral-bearing bodies thus 
laid liare, and .Mr. Harris says that on 
all sides there were tlie most gratifying 
evidences of tlie enormous mineral ricli- 
ucss of the district. 

'I'he country may aptly be described 
as a siiortsmaji's paradise. Game was 
abundant in every direction iu wbil-h 
the jiarty went, parlicolurly in Nitinat 
valley, where many deer and bears Avere 
seen. On the slope, of Cameron river 
the pjirty came across what is probably 
a new species of deer. Unfortunately 
at the time none of the iiarty liad a-yun, 
as all were busy running the line; but 
.a band of white faced deer suddenly iint 
in an appearand'. .\11 were amazed at 
the (Strange sii;lu and examined the ani- 
mals cli'sciy. 'i'he band was made up 
of a magiiilicent buck, Willi hii^'e branch- 
ing bonis, a doe and several fawns. All 
hail \\iriti.' faces— 'he contrast between 
ihe other portions uf their bodii'S in col- 
or being particularly marked. Mr. Har- 
ris regiela that he had not a gnu 60 
that he could have got one of the strange 
speelnicns to donate to Mr, Fauuin, 
curator of the provincial museum. 

At Stamp harbor, at tho head of Al- 
berni canal, to which point the line was 
run, the party came across an old saw 
mill, which was erected in ISOS by 
Messrs. Anderson and Anderson.

Small Fleet of Japanese Sealers That 
Went to Behriug Sea. 

According to a letter received from E. 
.T. King, agent for Jaiianese sealing 
schooners at Hakodate, tho fleet of Jjip- 
aneso vessels whieh went to tho Behring 
sea was a small one, but four schooners 
going to the sea. Mr. King, who 
•writoa to the Colonist to .state that he 
and Mr. Laffan are not tho ownern of 
tho schooner Sie Fii Maru, as re]iorted, 
but the ngeuts for K. Isliigaki, of Hako- 
date, her owner, in common witli other 
owners, whose skiim they handle. 

ille says further: "I note various re- 
ports about eigliloeii .lapaneso schoon- 
ers that are supposed to have liiiiitod 
in the Heliriiig sea, and as only fourteen 
schooners niailo the 'Northeni hunting 
v.oyago, out of which ten hunted on the 
i('op])er Island grounds, this is of course 
incorrect. The .Tapanese schooners 
that hunted in tho Behring sea this year 
were the Sei Fu Maru, .58*2 skins; iDiiohi 
Maru, 29.'> skins; .Miye Maru, 105 skins, 
ami the Tenyu .Maru. '.riiis last vessel 
lias not returiii'il and has most iirobalil.v 
been l.ist with all bauds. The .lapanese 
governiileiit ic;siies a license to vessels 
eiigageil ill till' sealing aiil sea otter 
hunting business, by which they are at 
liberty to hunt the alMive-iiieiil ioiied ani- 
mals ill ilie waters of ilie .lapaii iitnl 
Ohkotsh seas ami in the North Pacilie 
ocean, outside of territorial limits, and 
have therefore according to their license 
a ]ierfect right to hunt seal« in tho Behr- 
ing sea. Still uji to the present very
